WHECKERS APPEAR AND ROB THE DEAD AND OVING 


Accommodation on the Birmingham Mineral Plunges One Hundred’ 


and Ten Feet—Undertakers’ Shops Full of Dead with Wailing 
People Unable To Identify—People Are Burned Beyond 
'. Recognition and Injured Are Taken from Debris 
“with Hands and Feet‘Burned Off.

Birmingham, Ala., December 27.—(Special.) 
Twenty-eight persons killed outright, some 
of whom are so badly mangled, bruised and 
charred that recognition so far has been im- 


possible, with a dozen more so terribly ‘in- ; 


jured that they will all die, is the result 


of a wréck at the Cahaba river on the Bir-- 
mingham Mineral railroad, twenty-seven , 


miles from here, early this morning. 
Men, women and children with faces and 


hands blackened by the same flames ‘that: 


burned away their arms and legs aré among 
those whose death is a sure sequence of the 
eccident. 

Among the dead and among those who 
have not yet been identified are; trunks 
without a head and trunks without arms 
and without legs. Trunks are so horribly 
blistered and blackened that identification 


"fs practically an impossibility. 


LIKE ASHTABULA HORROR. 

Death was dealt out to the people short- 
ly after 7 o’clock this morning and the ter- 
rible manner in which it was accomplished 
opens a new chapter in the book of horrors. 
Nothing like it was ever approximated in 
the south and to railroad men, who are con- 
Versant with matters of the kind, but one 
disaster equal this is recalled—that at Ash- 


tabula, O., known now the country over as 


the Ashtabula horror. In many respects, 
too, this one is similar to that, which 
occurred in ’76. Then a fast moving pas- 


senger train’ went at full speed through a | 


high bridge carrying évery one on board 
with it. Now, as then, the train quickly 
caught fire-and those who might have es- 
caped death in the long rapid fall were cre- 
mated before they could be rescued. 

But the accident at Cahaba river this 
morning was rendered decidedly more hor- 
rible by the fact that it was the work of 
train wreckers and by. the further fact that 
the wreckers, ghoul-like, descended upon 


the dead and dying while those in whom life 


was yet left were calling for help—for res- 
cue from the approaching flames. 
The bridge is on the Brierfield and Bloc- 


ton branch and is six miles west of Gurnee. 
It was an iron stricture 110 feet high, rest- 


ing upon four pliers. In addition to the 
pier on elther side of the river there were 
two piers which supported a span ever the 
sifeam. The bridge was 400 feet long and 
the span in the middle was 150 feet in 
length. The middle spsn was built upon 
ironwork sixty feet high, while the iron- 
wo.k itself was held up by two stone piers 
fifty feet high. Im bridge building it is

PLUNGE OFF THE BRIDGE. 

Engineer White approached the bridge, 
and seeing everything clear plunged upon 
the rails at a good speed. Almost imme- 
diately after the train strung out on the 
bridge the engineer opened his whistle, and 
the shrill blasts that went out advised the 
passengers that something was wrong. But 
before a second thought could come there 
‘was a.dumping sensation, followed by a 
wild, downward plunge. 

So quick did it happen that the echo of 
the whistle was still ringing in the ears 
of the passengers when they felt the plunge 
they were taking. With great force the 
cars struck, came to a standstill, and al- 
most as quick there was a flash. It was 
then that the few in wnom life was left 
realized for the first time what had hap- 
pered. 

In falling the engine shot forward from 
the pier over which it leaped and fell sume 
distance from the bottom of the stone 
work. It evidently turned over as it went 
down, as the cowcatcher, or rather were 
the cowceatcher should be, is half-iturned 
from the direction in which it was moving. 
The tender and the combination car with 
the smoker and the two coaches whirled 
through space like they were shot from a 
gun. The passengers were thrown from 
the seats and seats were torn from their 
fastenings. The stoves broke from their 
iron bands and the hot embers were scat- 
tered around. Piled upon the seats, with 
the seats piled upon the stoves, were the 
passengers when the coaches hit the hard 
rocks in the bed .of the river. 

The fall was over almost before anyone 
had changed position in the coaches. 

Twisting through the air the coaches 
came down and when they hit upon the 
rocks the force of the cars, augmented by 
the momentum ¢spined ‘in the fall, 
shattered into splinters. Torn and twist- 


were 


ed the mass looked more like a cyclone 
section than it did like a passenger train. 
So quickly was the descent inade that it 
was all over before anyone could realize 
what had traneptred.: It was a fali none of 
those now alive will ever forget. 

But for the few who were dragged from 
the wreck before the flames reached them 
nothing but the pile of ashes and the de- 
pris would have been left to tell what had 
taken place. As it is the few who survive 
are unable to tell much about it. Rather 
the remnants of the terrible work tell the 
story than those who were rescyed. 

PINIONED AND BURNING. 

Lusty cries from those in whom life was 
left and the grvans and shrieks of the dy- 
ing and thoss who were pinioned in the 
‘cars awa-ting the approach of the flames, 
attracted the attention of a farmer ‘hose 
barn is near the river bank. He was out 
feeding bis stock and the eries from the 
Apurning cars first attracted his attention. 
Then the flames shot up and the man real- 
izing what had transp:red was powe-iess for 
a minute of two to move. He could see the

mers began to come in. Then the work/of 
rescue was begun. 

But by the time help arrived the flames’ 
had nearly run their course A few had 
managed to escape through broken win- 
dows, while others were yet remote from 
the blaze, and it was these the farmers 
helped out. 

To the injured ithey jeauae thelr atttén- 
tion first. Then removing the dead was 
accomplished. 

While some were rescuing the hurt and 
dead others were doing what they, could to 
relieve the wounds. A messenger Was sent. 
to Hargrove, a station a mile away, -and 
the railroad people were notified. But 
by the time help came from the outside 
there was nothing to do except begin the 
work of reclaiming the wrecked train. 

Messengers were hurried in every direc- 
tion for physicians and every physician in 
that section of the country was quickly 
drawn to the scene. Then as the doctors 


worked upon the wounded, the dead,,as far 


as recovered, were removed ‘to the: hillside, 


to awalt the coming of the railroad 
officials. As the bodies were removed at- 
tempts Were made to identify them as far 
as possible, and by the time the wrecking 
train reached the scene, of the stwenty- 
eight bodies recovered only ninefhdd beén 
identified.

corpses only these were in condition to 
make identification possible. In the row 
were trunks without a head, trunks with- 
out hands and feet and bodies, some with- 
out one leg and some without either leg. 
Hands, too, were burned away while the 
destruction of wearing apparel left naught 
by which the name or the home of the 
person might be told. 

Of the injured some ‘were able to give 
their names, but many were unable to talk. 
Some of the living had given an arm to the 
ashes, while others had left a leg behind. 
One poor creature had neither arm or leg 
left and was simply a mass of flesh which 
rose and fell as he breathed. 

From those who could talk, each giving 
his own name and address, a partial hst of 
the rescued was obtained by the physi- 
clans. It was:

No picture could possibly present the con-

But few of the 
wounded bore any resemblance to human 
beings, while the line of dead might have 
been taken at a glance for anything.

Major McKinley bas, aceording to those 
who thave watched the matter closely, in- 
vited no one save Mr. Hanna to become a 
member of his cabinet. It is understood, 
however, that Nelson A. Dingley, of Maine, 


, ‘will probably be made secretary of the 


treasury. 

Owing to the uncommon importance of 
our foreign relations at this time a great 
deal of interest centers @bout the position 
of secretary of state, atid there is much 

‘speculation here. about the choice Major 
McKinley will make for this place. The 
conviction grows that a United States stna- 
tor, who has had long @xperience in’ pub- 
lic life and who is held In high esteem by 
his colleagues, is desired for this post by 
Major McKinley: Mr. Difigley, who is very 
popular in the house und who has great in- 
fluence there, will, as a cabinet officer, be 
able to bring much important support to 
the administration. If a senator of equal 
influence were to enter the cabinet, the ad- 
ministration would be equally strong with 
the upper branch of congress. Senator 
Sherman or Senator Allison would meet 
this requirement and the indications are 
that one or the other of them will be asked 
within ten days if he can accept the port- 
folio of state if it is offered him. It is not 
the practice of a president-elect to make a 
direct tender of a cabinet. position. 


Sherman Does Not Want One. 

One of Senator Sherman's friends who 
has his confidence said fhat it was the 
wish of the senior senator of Ohio to con- 
tinue his career in the sefate-of the United 
States. It is Mr Sherman’s intention at 
present to be a candidate for re-election to 
the senate next year, But as his friends 
say, there may be a geod deal of pressure 
brought to bear to induce him to become 
secrétary of state, if the position shall be 
Offered him. | 

Thefe Ys tod grav a Mout about the 
course which Mr. Allison would pursue ff 
he is invited to become a member of the 
cars" though his friends are pretty 2%en- 
erdTly of the opinion that he could close 
his public career more brilliantly as a 
successful secretary of state than a sena- 
tor from Jowa. 

The Pacific slope will be recognized in 
the formation of the cabinet, and the 
choice is Hkely to fall on a California 
man if the republicans of that state can 
unite on some one. The California mem- 
Der of the cabinet will be Judge Joseph

ix-GovernorMerriam. of 
General Alger, of Michigan; 
of Wisconsin, are strong cabinet possibili- 
ties, but geographical considerations if 
nothing else, make it impossible that all 
should be selected. It is obvious that if 
Senator Sherman should be secretary of 
state General Alger would not’ be in the 
cabinet; nor ig it likely that both Mr. Mer- 
riam and Mr. Payne. will be selected, par- 
ticularly if Illinois should have a member 
in the person of Charles G. Dawes. 
Bliss Will Be in the Cabinet. 

Cornelius N. Bliss, of New York, is reas- 
Onably certain of a cabinet position unless 
Andrew D. White should happen to be 
chosen for secretary of state, which does 
not seem probable at present. The chances 
are that Major McKinley's cabinet will con- 
tain as Many as seven of the names men- 
tioned in the dispatch. Notwithstanding 
the fact that the cabinet“has not been se- 
lected, candidates for less important places 
are sending in their applications in large 
numbers by mail or presenting them in 
person. ¢Several thousand applications for 
office have been received by Major McKin- 
ley’s secretaries and ninety-eight per cent 
of them will be referred\in due time to the 
heads of the various departments or to the 
proper congressmen. 

There is nothing to be gained by rushing 
to Canton with applications for office. The 
appointments will not made on the “‘first 
come, first served” plan. 

Major McKinley spent-Sunday pleasantly. 
He went to church in the morning and in 
the evening his nieces and some of his in- 
timate friends called. The only out-of- 
town visitor was Senator Mitchell. of Ore- 
gon. He is much impressed with the desir- 
ability of having a Pacific slope man in the 
cabinet.

MOTHER HAD LOCKED THEM IN 
WHILE SHE BEGGED FOOD. 
Cn Her Return She Found the Charred 
Corpses in the Ashes of the ~ 
Building.

Columbia, 8. C., December 27.—(Special.) 
—A tragedy of peculiar sadness is reported 
from Prosperity. It is the sequel of a de- 


sertion of this family, on Chfistmas day, 
by William Moore. The wife and three 
small children, absolutely destitute, were 


forced to leave the house in which they 
were living, and they would have perished 
in the .cold had not a man, who has long 
lived by himself, and is known in the com- 
munity as “Deaf George,’ offered to share 
his small house with them. The old man 
went to Prosperity yesterday to procure 
additional provisions for his increased 
family. In his absence Mrs. Moore locked 
the children in the house and went out 
alinong neighbors in the thinly settled 
country to beg for something to eat for the 
little ones who were literally starving. On 
her return, late in the day, a pile of smok- 
ing ashes marked the spot where the house 
had been, and the charred bodies of the 
three children, ranging in age from one to 
six, were found among them. It is not 
known that there was fire in the house, 
and whether the children caused their own 
cremation, or whether their father, to 
spite old George for giving his wife shel- 
ter and not knowing of the children’s 
presence in the house, fired it, will prob- 
ably never be known. He has disappeared 
from that community. 


TWO HOTELS BURN TO GROUND 


FITZGERALD HAS ANOTHER SUN- 
DAY MORNING FIRE. 


Ballard House and Kirkwood House 
Are Destroyed and Guests Nar- 
rowly Escape. 


Fitzgerald, Ga., December 27.—At an early 
hour this morning fire broke out in the 
Ballard house, a two-story frame structure, 
and destroyed the building with a consider- 
abie portion of its contents. The flames 
spread to the Kirkwood, another hotel that 
adjoins the Ballard house, and that build- 
ing was also totally destroyed. 

The guests in both hotels made a hurried 
escape and there were no casualties, though 
many lost their clothes and other personal 
effects. The aggregate loss will exceed 
$5,000. The Ballard house was well insured, 
while the Kirkwood, owned by Hawkins 
Goodman, had no insurance. 

The origin of the fire is unknown and is 
surrounded in a mystery like that about 
Fitzgerald's other fires that causes con- 
siderable comment.

Gov- 
ernor Bradley is determined to prevent mob 
violence, if it is in his power, and the re- 
port that a mob would attempt to lynch 
Johnson Howe, who is in jail at Paris for 
the shooting of Poticeman Lacey, at Cyn-

BLOCK BURNED AT AMESBURY. 


Merchants Lose Their Stocks by Fire 
and Water. 

Amesbury, Mass., December 27.—One of 
the worst fires in the history of Amesbury 
occurred early this morning in the post- 
office block, Loss, $60,000. The block, 
which is the finest in town, is owned by F. 
J. Bahan, and is occupied by the postoifice, 
stores, offices and Hibernian hall. 

N. E. Collins had $20,000 worth of cloth- 
ing practically ruined by the fire, smoke 
and water. G. G. Carter & Co., grocers, 
lost about $6,000; both are partially insured. 
Mr. Bahan’s loss on the block is about 
$25,000. The fired probably caught from the 
boiler. The pdstoffice escaped with slight 
damage by water. In the midst of blinding 
smoke Postmaster O’Toole managed to-get 
the stamps and letters into the safe. 


ANOTHER CHICAGO BANK GONE 


CLEARING HOSE CLOSES THE AT- 
LAS BANK.

Chicago, December 27.—The Atlas Na- 
tional bank of'Chicago has decided to retire 
from business-and the clearing house com- 
mittee, at a special meeting tonight decided 
that the assocfated banks of the city would 
advance the amount needed to pay its de- 
positors in full. The amount required is in 
the neighborhood of $600;000 

The officers of the Atlas bank are: Presi- 
dent, W. C. D. Grannis; vice president, C. 
B. Farwell; cabhier, S. W. Stone; assistant 
cashier, W. S& Tillotsén. 

The bank w4s_.organized in 1887, many of 
its incorporatcys being’offtcers of the Union 
National bank, Its ec pital stock is $700,000, 
Mr. Grannis Ras mech president from the 
start. It is given out tonight that during 
the past few yeas newer and more pushing 
institutions have been taking business 
away from the Atlas and that as a result 
of these defections over two and a ‘half 
millions in deposits have been withdrawn 
from the bank, mest of it during the past 
six months.

: Having siseeivid the Signature and 
Approval of the Governor, It 
Becomes a Law.

' The’ operation of the anti-trust bill, 
which has passed beth branches of the les- 
islature and been given the signature of the 
governor, will be: closely watched by the 
wholesale merchants of the state. 
aA new interest was added the 
é60n as the strong opposition developed, as 
it was charged by some of the merchants 
that the legislation it would afford would 
be very unjust to all classes of merchandise 
and would operate against the interest os 
the mercantile business of the Biate, as 
well as against the interests of individuals. 
The bill, to say the least. was fortunate in 
‘ts mame, as it found many friends who, 
not knowing the contents of the measure, 
gave it their support on account of their 
opposition to trusts of every nature and 
description. 
One of the most pertinent illustrations 
that has been furnished by those oppos'ng 
the bill is in regard to the contracts made 
by the Atlanta Tobacco Company, under 
which merchants who hargile tts output 
exclusively are enabled to.giiaké" a much 
larger profit than they wougd make in the 
absence of the contract. © ya 
“The American Tobacco-@pmpany," says 
Mr. J. E. Maddox, “allows a” commission 
of 2 per cent to merchants who sell its 
goods. If a contract is *trade~to handle 
these goods exclusively ah Tacditional per 
cent is added, which is mgré than three 
times as much as the usu@l commission. 
This agreement comes under the bill as 
a trust and if a merchant makes the con- 
tract he is Hable, not only to be sued in 
the civil. courts, but also .to criminal prose- 
cation. e7.4%a- 5 
“There ts'no money to be made in selling 
sugar, and we could not handle it on the 
small margins were it not for a rebate 
which. is .allowed-. ’ a.contract. The 
anti-trust bill prevents the making of a 
contract, and you see it cuts into the 
Sugar business to such an extent as to make 
the business hazardous.”’ 
In the first section of the bill it is de- 
@ared that all arrangements, contracts, 
agreements, trusts or combinations which 
are made either between persons or individ- 
urle.with a view to lessen the compensaticn 
of manufacture of goods, or which tend 
to lessen, increase or control the price, are 
against public policy. and are void. Some 
of the merchants say this is as it should 
be, as it allows no one to make the price 
higher or lower. 
Provision is made in the second section 
that all firms or corporations doing busi- 
press in the state that violate the bill shall 
forfeit their charter or franchise and every 
foreign corporation guilty of a violation 
of the biil shall be refused the right to do 
business in the state. The tnird section 
providés the penalty for a vio jon and 
the fifth section gives authority for the 
institution of litigation in case of a viola- 
tion of the terms of the contract. 
Section 4 of the bill states that the 
provisions of the measure do not apply to 
agricultural products or live stock while 
in the possession of the producer or raiser, 
which gives the opposition an opportunity 
to say that the bill affords protectién to 
the producers and raisers to form a trust 
and run up the prices on the deaiers and 
merchants, which would advance the price 
to the consumer.

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TRAFFIC AGREEMENT. 
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Inter-State Commission Comments on 
Their “Marvelous Ingenuity.” 
The irterstate commerce commission has 
Just issued a synopsis ‘of its tenth annual 
report. “The important cuses of the year 
are reviewed, an abstract is given of rail- 
way Statistics and some of the body’s im- 
portent rececmmendations are 

inentioned, 
Among the most important cases of the 
year were the Social Circle, the import 
rate and the Brown cases. 

Speaking of railway assaciations and 
tre.ffic agreements, the commission says: 

“Our present railway mileage is greater 
hy 100,000 miles than it@was in 1878, and less 
than twenty years @e0 asSgciations of all- 
rat carriers were first ofganized in the 
United States. In 1875 the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamsh'p Association, composed 
of rail and water lines in the section south 
of the Ohio and east of Mississippi, was 
organ'zed. Four eastern trunk lines form- 
ed a like association in 1877, and wer: joined 
by two others in 1878, and this organ- 
ization controiled all westbound traffic from 
the seaboard. These associations have be. 
come so multiplied and extended when the 
act to regulate commerce was enacted as to 
materially affect, if they did not control 
the entre raflroad traffic of the country. 
Since then they have been reorganized or 
continued under revisad agreements, and 
others have been formed. They were be- 
fore that act was passed, have been since 
and are now the. meens by which railroad 
companies co-operate in transportation 
matters, including rates on competitive 
traffic and the adjustment. division, or ap- 
portionment of such traffic between com- 
peting lines. Before the act took effect 
competing carriers pooled their freights 
and divided earnings through such asso- 
cialions, and since.that law came into oper- 
aton all arrangements for apportioning or 
dividing traffic that have been in use as 
substitutes for pooling or for the regulation 
or restraint of competition have been made 
effective through such associations. The 
act makes poo.ing of freights or division of 
earnings unlawful and requires the carriers 
to file with the ¢omméssion copies of all 
traffic contracts Or arrangements, thus 
making some such agreements unlawful 
and requiring all of them. whether unlaw- 
ful or otherwise, to be filed with the com- 
miss on. 

“In previous reports, and in decisions, the 
commission has commented upon the utility 
of railway associations in matters where 
joint action is lawful and essential, and 
has also pointed out some things unlaw- 
fully brought about by or through such 
‘associations. In its report the ccm- 
mission directed attention to various as- 
sociation agreements filed with it at dit- 
ferent times and referred to the incompk te 
contract’ of the joint association. This 
contract. since completed and filed, was, 
on consideration by the commission, pbe- 
lieved to be in conflict with the act, and 
general Was thereupon re- 
quested to direct institution of proceedings 
to prevent ts ‘going into effect and for 
punishment of ai] violations of the act re- 
sulting fror: the formation wf the associa- 
tion. The commission refers to a d+cision

SNAILS EATEN AS FOOD. 


seisetibsigiuinapsanieliateltini 
There Are Scme People Who Regard 

These Pests as Dainty. 
From What To Eat. 

It may surprise many feaders to learn 
that the common garden snail, regarded 
as an unmitigated pest by agmeulturists in 
this country, is used for food by thousands 
of persons; and when properly cooked is 
esteemed a dainty dish by epicures in all 
the great cities of the world. Not only is 
this the case In‘ foreign countries, where the 
overcrowding of the population renders it 
obligatory that everything edible should be 
eaten, but here in America, where in New 
‘York the arrival ®f the French steamers 
with their cargo of snails is an event of 
importance in gastronomic circles, and _ 
leading French restaurants advertise the 
dish as a special attraction. Like other 
homely animals which serve fér food, the 
snail changes his name when he comes (to 
the table, and takes the French title. 

Thus as the pig becomes pork, the px 
beef and the sheep mutton, the snail fig- 
ures on bills of fare as l’escargot, a much 
more imposing designation. Like many 
other dishes esteemed by epicures, it comes 
to us by way of France from Italy; for 
the French, who are the masters of the 
world in cookery, learned the art originally 
from the Itallans. Tho ancient Romans, 
whose emperors. and. nobles lived to eat, 
‘and whid not infreqdéntly “spent a fortune 
on a single feast, considered the escargot 
a choice delicacy. Pliny mentioned it as 
among the table luxuries of h‘s day, and 
Apicius, in a treatise on cookery, enumer- 
ates several ways of cooking the dish, the 
most extravagant being with a sauce of 
sweet herbs, milk, butter, cheese, boiled 
wine, wheat flour and saffron. , 

The escargot has always been regarded 
as nutritious and wholesome; in the mid- 
dle ages he was used as medicine and 
pounded in a mortar; stewed in milk he 
was regarded as a specific in lung dise.ses. 
He has always been eaten in the south of 
France, where be does immense damag- 
to the vines, and the grape-growers aré 
glad to get rid of him, and make money 
at the same time by sending him to mar- 
ket. Indeed, he forms an important source 
of revenue, and his yearly sales in Paris 
alone are sa‘d to approximate 1,000,000 
francs. While he feeds chiefly on the grape 
leaf, he is also fond of cabbages, and in- 
deed will eat any green herb or tender leaf. 

For this reason, the snails, when gather- 
ed, are always placed in casks and kept 
without food in a cool place for at least 
two months in order to purify them; they 
rave a faney for both hemlock and bella- 
Gonna, and 


cases of poisoning sometimes 
occur as a result of eating snails which 
have not been properly cleansed; i. ¢&., 
Starved before being brought to table. He 
is classed by the dealers as among shell- 
fish, and is in great demand as a lenten 
delicacy. Heaps of them are expose? for 
sale on the counters at the Halles, side by 
skie with lobsters and crawfish, for the 
crawfish is another French dainty. It hag 
long been the custom in Bordeaux to go 
on Ash Wednesday to the Commune of 
Canderan, which is noted for its escar- 
goteries (snail farms) to feast upon escar- 
got, by way of winding up the carnival 
and beginning Lent. 

Along the Cote-d’Or and in the Lower 
Alps snail-picking furnishes em ployment 
to hundreds of people, and is carried on 
much as berry picking. In the early mern- 
ing, when the slimy trail of the snail glis 
tens wherever ‘he has crawled during the 
night, the pickers go forth with baskets 
and palls. They find the snails in damp 
places, resting on the under surface of 
leaves and vines, and gather them just as 
the farmer’s boy picks dewberries of huck- 
leberries. These are snails of natural 
growth, wild snails, we would say. But 
snails are largely cultivated for the mar- 
ket, and one farm near Dijon is sald to 
clear 7,000 francs’ a year from its snails, 
which are fed upon cabbage and clover. 
There are many large snail gardens in the 
cantons of Switzerland, and Ulm has for 
many years been famous for its escargo- 
teries. Great numbers of snails come to 
Spain and the Mid! from the African states 
bordering on the Mediterranean. bushels 
of them being exported from Algiers every 
week during the season. 

You will find them on the bill of fare fn 
every restaurant in Paris, or you May buy 
them in the markets, either alive or boiled 
in strong salt-vinegar water. and drawn 
from the shell ready for cooking, in which 
State the Parisian housekeeper prefers 
them, and in which she pays 1 cent apiece 
for them.

Train Through a Bridge

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showed a great gap where the middle 
span had been. That opening told the story 
plainer and better than words could have 
told.it. Through ft the train, going at good 
speed, had dashed to the creek below, ‘a 
distance of 110 feet, carrying the people 
with it. , 

But the:opening above, the wrecked train 
below, the dead and wounded upon the 
banks above did not tell hor it came 


about. 

Still a brief investigation and the declara- 
tion of one of the injured passengers were 
enough to satisfy the most sKeptical that 
train wreckers had caused it all. 

An examination of the piers where the 
opening was showed that the engine had 
crossed over the second one of the middle 
pliers before it started to plunge into the 
water, while the tender and the cars had 
gone‘down before reaching that pier. That 
second pier had broken the engine from the 
tender and while the engine went down on 
one side the tender and the cars went down 
om the other. 

An investigation of the engine showed 
that the lever was reversed, thus indicat- 
ing plainly that Engineer White had at- 
tempted to stop his train after reaching 
the bridge, the probabilities being that the 
engine was reversed at the same instant 


the whistle shrieked out its alarm. 


SEVERAL THEORIES ADVANCED. 
The bridge was too strong to admit the 
idea that it gave way beneath the train, 
with the train running smootMly upon the 
rails. This, with the condition in which the 
engine lever was found, induces the belief 
that Engineer \White discovered an obstruc- 
tion, probably a-displaced rail, as he revers- 
ed and that that obstruction threw the en- 
gine off the track. Then the engine bounc- 
ing over the ties probably caused it to give 
way. Another theoty is that the top of 
the plier had been tampered with in some 
way and that the strength of the base 
had been impaired in that way to such an 
extent that it gave way undér the bridge. 

But this theory is not considered as good 
as ‘the other ‘because that part of the span 
over the plier itself is gone. 

It is known that the engine rode the end 
of the ties some little distance, as the 
marks of the wheels are to be seen on 
some of them. 

Out of those who are able to talk none 
can tell a coherent story of the fearful 
fall. In. fact, but few of them can talk 
at all of their horrible experience. The 
engineer was at his throttle when he went 
down and was doing everything fa his 
power to avert the danger. 

The fireman was on the opposite side of 
the’ engine and when he discovered that 
they were sinking he made a desperate 
leap. He managed to clear the ponderous 
machine and shot through the air 110 feet, 
lighting at the bottom in four feet of 
water. He was knocked senseless by the 
Yall, but in a few minutes came around all 
right and found himself able to get wp. 
He quickly ascertained that he had got off 
with a broken arm. 

But even the fireman is not able to 
throw‘any light on the subject. Ife was 
on his side of the engine and he, tco,

Berlin, December 27.—(Copyrighted, 1896, 
by the United Associated Press.—The pre- 
tensions of the German aristocrats, espe- 
clally the army officers, recruited, as he 
always is, from the Junker families, to be 
treated as of a divinely constituted caste, 
are undergoing the severest exposure and 
criticism from the progressist and inde- 
pendent press. The question is being dis- 
cussed Whether the army is national, ex- 
cept in the same sense that the people con- 
tribute the rank and file, pay the money to 
support it and allow the aristocrats to 
monegpolize every post above that of non- 
commissioned officers. 

The notion that a career of advancement 
is open to any man of ability, applies, least 
of all to the Prussian regiments. Progress- 
ist papers, analyzing the condition of the 
army, show that fn forty-six Prussian regl- 
ments there are only officers drawn from 
the nobility, that in the cavalry, with 173 
officers, only one can be regarded as taken 
from the bourgeoise, and, that in the ar- 
tillery there is also a single isolated and 
probably most uneomfortably' = situated 
officer, who does not belong to what is 
called a ‘‘noble family.” 

This grasp of castle upon office extends 
beyond the army into the lower regions 
of administration where it might be sup- 
posed the Junker would not seek employ- 
ment.

KILLED THE WRONG MAN 


Prisoner Says He Intended To Shoot 
Edwards and Not the Sparks 
Merchant.

Valdosta, Ga., December 27.—(Special.)— 
J. S. Biliott, the Sparks merchant who was 
shot down while aiding in the arrest of a 
drunken rowdy, died at his home last night. 
He was conscious after being shot and to 
his death, calling his friends around him 
and bidding them goodby. He asked that 
oii be shown the man who had killed 

im. 

Chambers, who did the shooting, wa a 
woodyard man and a wagon repaire® 
is the head of a large family and bears a 
good reputation. He claims that he intended 
to shoot the man Elliott and the policeman 
statement 
seems ao be true. When the marshal called 
for aid in arresting Edwards, Chambers of- 
fered his service, but the officer saw that 
‘he was drinking and told him he did not 
want his assistance. Edwards and the mar- 
shal both had shotguns. Elliott got hold of 
Edwards’s gun and was trying to take it 
from him. The policeman ran to his assist- 
ance, laying his own gun on the ground, 
and a tussle ensued between the three men. 
Chambers ran up and picked up the gun 
which the marshal had laid down and fired 
into the crowd, the load entering Elliott's 
neck and throat and tearing away nearly 
the whole chin and under part of the neck. 
Chambers was carried to jail at Nashville. 

The tragedy is the most shocking that 
has occurred in this section in a long time, 
as Elliott was very prominent in business 
circles and his slayer was regarded as a 
peaceable, quiet citizen. 

Deputy. Sheriff Parish and his posse re- 
turned last night from Hahira, where they 
have been since Friday night, arresting ne- 
groes engaged in the disturbance here Fr'- 
day. Seven negroes have been arrested and 
are in jail here. The leader in the trouble, 
a negro named Lancer, is still at large. 
The deputy sheriff said today that trouble 
was imminent there all day yesterday.

The deputy and his posse ar- 
rived in town from a search through the 
surrounding country and they succeeded in 
scattering the negroes and probably pre- 
vented a clash between the two races. 


MRS. BENDER’S XMAS TREE. 


PICTURE ON LAMP CHIMNEY AT 
BENDER’S HAS VANISHED. 


Many People See the Freak and Are 
Much Mystified Over the 
Strange Likeness. 


Probably one of.the most curious forms 
of psychical phenomena fnat has ever been 
seen in this neck of the woods was the 
perfect and highly colored figure of @ 
Christmas tree Which made its sudden ap- 
pearance on a common lamp chimney, at 
the home of Mr. Charles H. Bender, 261 
Humphries street, on Christmas day. 

That the tree really appeared, there can 
be no doubt. Mr. Bender is one of the 
oldest and most respected citizens of At- 
lanta, and his word, as» well as that of 
dozens of reputable people who saw the 
freak, cannot be gainsaid. 

A common giass chimney, without any 
decorations, has been in this household for 
itwelve years. Last Thursday afternoon 
Mrs. Bender washed the chimney with soap 
and water, and placed it back on the lamp 
ready for duty. This particular lamp did 
not happen to be used Thursday night, 
however, consequently just the exact time 
of the appearance of the phenomena is not 
known, 


Just after dusk Christmas day, Mrs. 


) Bender was in her bedroom, and the lamp 


was sitting on the mantle. She struck a 
match and, taking the chimney off, lighted 
the wick. When she replaced the chimney 
she was startled to see the perfect imprint 
of a Christmas tree indelibly drawn in 
some mysterious manner On the glass. _ 

She at first thought the scene might be 
the result of a reflection of light, but was 
fimally convinced such was not the case, 
and called her husband, when both gazed 
at the picture in stupefaction. The neigh- 
bors were then called in and fully fifty 
people called at the Bender home that 
night to witness the tree. 

Efforts were made to erase the figures, 
but without success, 

It was perfect and indelible. Those who 
saw it sey the tree was about six inches 
high; was similar to a spruce; the trunk 
was perfectly white; the foliage green, 
and there were numerous small dots of 
purple tinge over the tree, which were 
taken to be the presents. 

Saturday morning the figure still ap- 
peared, and was gazed on by dozens dur- 
ing the day. Saturday night the tree be- 
gan to fade somewhat, and yesterday 
morning only the outlines were visible. 
At noon Mrs. Bender determined to see if 
it were still indelible, and applied some 
water, when the figure suddenly vanished 
and has not returned.

Smith, T. J. Bevel, Mr. Moore, Mr. Will 
Kerlin, Mr Ewald, James Johnson and 
many others, all well known in that 
neighborhood. 

For several years Mrs. Bender says she 
has been wanting a Christmas tree at her 
home on Christma8 day. According to her 
statement yesterday afternoon to a Con- 
stitution man, she had almost the very 
image of the tree that appeared on the 
chimney in her mind when she was wash- 
ing the glass the day before Christmas.

The Farmers and the Currency. 

The financial writer of The New York 
Sun, discusses at some length the fact 
that, while there is a tremendous glut 
of money in the New York banks, there 
exists.a currency famine in other sec- 
tions of the country. 

After going over all the propositions 
that have been made, the writer in The 
Sun declares with considerable empha- 
sis, that there is no legislative remedy | 
for the trouble. ‘There is plenty of | 
currency in the cowntry,” he says, “and | 
it is all good. If the farmers choose, 
they can procure and retain their share | 
of it by the simple expedient of spend- | 
ing less of it than they receive, and 
thus gradually accumulating enough of 
it to dispense with borrowing it.” 

What is most surprising is the fact 
that such intelligent writers as Matthew 
Marshail do not perceive that the prob- 
lem presented by the congestion of the 
currency in the money centers is not 2 
farmer's problem at all. For three years 
and more the farmers have been doing 
precisely what he advises them to do. 
They have been compelled to pinch and 
economize until they have practically 
taken themselves out of the market. 
They have been forced to this course by 
low prices and by the currency fam- 
ine in the agricultural regions. 

What.is the result? Simply this: Bus- 
iness has been practically brought to a 
standstill, and trade is confined to the 
narrow channels that represent the ab-

Unjust Irish Taxation. 

The subject of Irish taxation will give 
spice to the proceedings of parliament 
next month, and the traditional elo- 
quence of the green isle will again vent 
itself in protest against the injustice of 
Great Britain. 

For many years the Irish p@ojyle have 
complained with good cause ‘of heavy 
taxes. In spite of these comntaints, 
however, and the destitute condition of 
the island, no measure of relief was 
adopted by parliament until 18)4¥ or 
thereabouts, when a special commission 
vas appointe to inauire into therfacis. 
During the recent summer months this 
commission, after a laborious and thor- 
ough investigation, submitted a report, 
finding that abundant cause for griev- 
ance existed. It was ascertained that 
Ireland hadiyéarly paid into the Brftish 
treasury no less than $12,500,000 inj ex- 
cess of just demands, and that, covering 
a period of thirty-six years, she had been 
overtaxed to the extent of $500,000,000. 

While this report was not An thé‘least 
surprising to the Irish people, if nev- 
ertheless gave official indorsemeng to the 
charges whieh they had so often made 
‘against the British government afd 
served to kindle a feeling of righteous 
indignation throughout the entire island. 
It has healed all differences existing be-

The problem is 
essentially a. business man's problem.

SONGS SHE LOVED WERE SUNG BY THE CHOIR 


Dr. McDonald and Dr, Spalding Pay 
Tribute to the Noble Woman 
Whom All Loved. 


The funeral of Mrs, Elizabeth Brown was 
conducted yesterday afternoon from the 
Becond Baptist church at 2 o'clock and a 
long procession of sorrowing friends fol- 
jowed the remains to Oakland cemetery. 

The church was crowded with friends of 
the family and the services were conducted 
by Rev. Dr. McDonald, who was Mrs. 
Brown's pastor, and Dr. A. T. Spalding, a 
life-long friend of the deceased. The ser- 
vice yesterday was very similar to that 
used at the funeral of the lamented ex-Sen- 
ator Brown, and several of the hymns sung 
were the same as those which were sung 
at that time. 

It was appropriate and fitting that a simi- 
lar service be used, as Mrs, Brown was not 
only the wife of the illustrious Georgian, 
but she was his adviser and counselor in 
ajl that he did. It is probable that Senator 


Brown never passed upon a single question 


or rendered any decision without first ask- 
ing the advice of his wife. It was also the 
wish of Mrs. Brown that the same service 
be used, and she suggested this several 
weeks before she died. 

As the casket was carried down the aisle 
a soft funeral march was played by the 
organist. The church was beautifully dec- 
orated and the pulpit was almost hidden by 
ferns and cut flowers. The floral contribu- 
tions were exceedingly beautiful and ele- 
gani, and nearly every conceivable design.

The man at breakfast was Lord Beresford. He finished his meal and lighted a 
good cigar. He then stroMed out upon the streets filled with people going to 
church ard drank in the tone-giving breezes and reveled in the simple privi- 
lege of going where he chose and wearing other clothes than those which justice 
has fixed upon for those who violate her laws. 


Beresford’s Sunday in’ Atlanta will always be the most memorable day of his 
life. It was crowded full of incidents which he can never forget. : 

Ff rode all night to get here yesterday morning. He did not try to sleep as 
he came. The joy of liberty was too great, and when he got here he made good 
use of the day. He put in his <ime laying the foundation for the new life which 
he declares he is going to lead—lead right here in Georgia. 

; He came from the sawmill camp at Kramer, where he has made his home for 
three years. Beresford was general storekeeper At the place, a highly respon- 
sible position. The store is a big one and the sawmill business done by the 
Gresses there is immensely larzer. 

He was at work at his books at 4 o'clock Saturday afternoon. He has made 
a reputation for hard work and he was bending over his accounts with his usual 
application.

Rome. He offered his help. 


“That was the first,’’ said Beresford, telling of it, ‘‘ and the story of what 
he has done for me, the constant service he has rendered, his unremitting efforts 
in my behalf, his words of cheer ard friendshbip-it makes, a story which nothing 
can surpass. A week has not passed since I have been in prison that I have not 
received a letter from him—always cheerful, always hopeful, always full of en- 
couragement. I cannot tell you the things he has don2 for me. He did not know 
me: hed never seen me. He got interested in my case, looked into it, became in- 
terested in my behalf, and my attorneys and all of those who have been laboring 
for me have had no stronger aid or counselor than he has been. He has con- 
stantly advised with my counsel and has frequently pushed my case before the 
governcr.””

HAVE A NEW HOME. 


| New Building Will Have Mmy Ad- 


vantages Over the Old One In- 
cluding a Private Sidetrack. 


The work on the new building «¢ the 
Georgia Soap Company will commeice this 
morning, and when completed it will be 
one of the largest factories of the «ind in 
the state, if. not in the south. The site 
is on the corner of Wells and Wolland 
streets, and for some time past thr work 
of excavating has been. progressing rap- 
idly. 

This work was completed some tine ago 
and then the conaract for the building was 
let. Mr. Fred Wagner is the contactor 
who will be in charge and it is his ptrpose 
to have the building completed and ready 
for occupancy by about the lth of next 
April. ‘The building will have a stonebase- 
ment amd two stories above the ground 
built in brick. 

It will be 207 feet long and 58 feet wide, 
and will be built on the mill constriction 
plan. That is, the girders will be swung 
in iron stirrups, the advantage of this peing 
that more room will be allowed th¢ top 
of the building for miachinery. On the 
ground floor will be the office rooms oj the 
company, and also the huge kédtles 
in which ‘the soap is made, and on thesec- 
ond story will be the main part of the ma- 
chinery and the packing and casing roon. 

This is the plan of the main building, but 
apart from this there will be an engine and 
boiler house which will be forty feet bng 
and thirty feet wide. One great advantage 
which the new factory will have over ithe 
old one will be that the company will then 
have free access to the tracks of the South- 
ern railway, and will own and control its 
private sidetrack, where the soap can be 
placed directly into the cars from the iac- 
tory. 

For a long time the Georgia Soap C)m- 
pany has been feeling the need of a itew 
building. They started about ten years 
ago in a small building and with a limited 
amount of machinery. It soon became 1ec- 
essary to add to the building, howevet, in 
order to Keep the output as large as the 
demand. The company has now, reathed 
that point where a new building is a nwes- 
sity, and the officers are anxiously ayait- 
ing the time when the factory car be 
moved.

“Death is a universal fact of such tre- 
mendous importance that we could not 
overlook it if we would, and we should not 
overlook it if we could, Death is a great 
teacher. Death has a place in every sphere, 
in science, philosophy, and in religion and 
morals and matters that are material and 
practical as well as in those spiritual and 
invisible. Death inevitably awaits us all, 
And now, on the last Lord’s day of Decem- 
ber, 1896, as we stand around the coffin of 
the old year and lower it into the grave of 
eternity, it is emimently appropriate that 
we consider the Christian's estimate of 
death, 
“Two great mistakes are possible in our 
treatment of the subject. One is the 
egregious mistake, the colossal folly of 
those who resolve never to think of death 
at all. This purpose is supremely unwise, 
because it is impossible. No man can 
escape thought of death. Not to think of 
death is supremely unwise, because without 
thought there can be no preparation, and 
without preparation the sagest of the earth 
die as dies tthe fool on the low level of 
beasts that perish. 
‘The other great mistake is made by 
those who resolve to be always thinking 
of death. Trappist monks repeat over and 
over again every day: ‘Memento mori’ (re- 
member that you must die). Such a course 
is wrong; it ends in morbidness and melan- 
choly; it dishonors God who designs us to 
be thappy; it discounts Christ’s example; 
it misrepresents the Christian life which is 
that of peace and joy; it repels sinners; it 
unfits us for the duties of life; it actually 
shortens the span of life; it assassinates 
the three best physicilans—Dr. Diet, Dr. 
Quiet and Dr. Merryman, 
“Retween these extremes is tne safe 
middle course. Every intelligent and re- 
sponsible soul should think of death long 
enough and with sufficient. intelligence and 
earnestness to be prepared for it whenever 
it may come. That is meditation enough. 
When that is done, we may dismiss death 
from our minds except on rare occasions, 
Now and then a Christian is at liberty to 
contemplate his own death as one of the 
means by which she may glorify God. At 
such times he may ask, when shall I die? 
Will it be ‘the next week, the mext month 
or the next year; will it be in youth, middle 
life or old age? When shall I die? At 
home or abroad, surrounded by my loved 
ones and friends, or among strangers; on 
the road or in the isolation of the hospital? 
How shall I die? Suddenly, or after a long 
iliness; without naming or after I have 
had ample opportunity to communicate all 
my wishes to my family? And, then may 
be added two other questions, which I 
should like each of us to ask and answer 
this morning. The first is this: What 
would I like to leave behind me when I 
die? And then, second, what would I like 
to find awaiting me when I die? 
“Shall I lead the way as the minister 
does in the funeral procession and give 
my replies? When I am dead and gone, 
what will they say of me? I mean not 
the mob, not my enemies, not my flatterers, 
but discerning and discriminating brethren 
wlio have lookef into the privacies of my 
personal life. To little purpose will be the 
pomp and parade of a great funeral or the 
elaborate eulogy from eloquent lips from 
the pulpit. It will little matter that my 
bier be garlanded with flowers or the 
sweetest service of song soothe the souls 
of those who mourn me. I wish to leave 
behind a good name in my own home. 
Blessed are they who make home happy. 
Blessed are they of whom it may be said, 
he was truly a good son or she a good 
daughter, a good husband or a good wife, 
a good father or a good mother, brother or 
sister. Truly a good name in one’s own 
home is worth living for. Home is the best 
school of character; home is the best test 
of character; home is the best place for 
the exhibition of character. I wish it may 
be said, ‘He was a Christian in his home.’ 
The home is always and everywhere defec- 
tive without Christ. Christ must decide 
the government of the home, the education 
of the home, the literature of the home, the 
friend of the home, the spirit of the home 
as well as the religion of the home. When 
I take my final leave of them I wish then 
the unspeakable Satisfaction of believing 
that every child of mine is also a child of 
God by personal faith in the Lord Jesus 
(Christ. I wish next that I may leave them 
‘educated to such an extent that they may 
be useful in the world. Education 1 regard 
next in importance to religion. I wish my 
children may be relieved from the narrow- 
ness and want of poverty. On the other 
hand, I do not wish them to be so ‘well 
off,” as the phrase goes, as not to need to 
do something for a livelihood. Too much of 
the world’s goods would be a far greater 
curse than too little: enougit money to 
encourage idleness is always the road to 
hell. I would wish to leave my children 
such reverence for my good sense and sound 
cnything of great impotence viihcn ae 
ina Shbieabas ohn I ee without ask- 
: question: ‘How would 
this thing appear to my father? Would h 
think it worthy of “s e . 
fy } a Christian and pleasing 
to God? At the same time. God forbid 
that my children should blindly follow my 
example. Nothing would make them more 
senseless or sinful. I would Wish them al- 
Ways to appeal from the mistakes or ig- 
norance or sins of the father to the in- 
Ing to thems tn erie ne, BOW spirit, ‘speak 
tage tt n His word, in providence and 
history, and in their own experience.’’

course there have been lifferenves as to 
minor details, but. Bir. MeCord’s plan hag 
been in all es#entials the one which those 
who have taiked recently about the matter 
have followed. 


In stating his views Mr. MeCord took the 
position that the government shovld g0 
out of the note issuing and banking busi- 
ness, This, he claimed, it is impossible for 
the government to do without first meet- 
ing its outstanding obligations. He states 
that the only way for the government to 
pay out under its present rate of revenue 
and expenses is to issue low rate bonds. 

In elaborating this idea he went on to 
say: “To do this it will be necessary to 
put on the market one Dillion doilars of 
bonds, I believe these could be floated 
at par with a rate of 2 or 24 per cent in- 
terest. You will ask me where would I 
find a market for so large an issue. Here 
is my idea. Let us at once, and for all 
time, give up the idea of state bank issue. 
Such an issue may 100k feasible, but it is 
not practicable and cannot be put into 
practical use. Of course it did work well 
in days past. Why? Simply because we 
did not have the advantages of railroads or 
rapid transit for the interchange of busi- 
ness between the states that we have to- 
day. When we relied on state bank cur- 
rency we did not make the immense col- 
ton crop we make now. We did not have 
the manufactures we have now. There is 
a different order of things, in other, words. 
Before the war, when we had state bank 
issues, the main object of our people was 
to make more cotton, to get more money 
to buy more negrdes, so they in turn could 
make more cotton to buy more negroes, 
and all the land that joined them. And 
this order of things «xisted until we had 
created a landed aristocracy. The war be- 
tween the states brought on a different or- 
der of things. It is unmecessary for me 
to further compare the differences. They 
are apparent to all. Whether this new 
order of things is for better or for worse 
there is no need of arguing. We cannot 
change it. 

“When we had state bank money a 
traveler wlio moved from one state to an- 
other would have to exchange iis money at 
a banking tewn on the border of the slate, 
paying the broker for exchange. How is it 
now? About twenty cays ago our cor- 
responding bank at Chattansoga wanted to 
place $10,000 in currency in Meridian, Miss. 
it so happened that a bank in Nashville 
owed the Chattanooga bank about $132 4 
The Chattanooga bank wired the Nusiille 
bank to forward the currency io Meridian. 
The Nashville bank wired Chattanooga 
that they could send Atlanta exchange. 
Chattanooga wired them to forward to us, 
then wired usS to forward the currency to 
(Meridian, $10,000. This entire tratisacticn 
was completed in twenty-four hours, Could 
this have been done if we had. state bank 
money? Wanks eannot afford to keep a 
supply of both national and state moneys. 

“The only remedy I can see is for the 
government to issue the bonds I refer io,’’ 
he wrote. “It could fifld a market for 
them with banks that would accept a 
national charter. These bords could be 
issued in certain sums monthly and @is- 
tributed to different scc*tions of the union 
pro rata, thereby preventing a desrtkh of 
currency... They could accept as payment 
for part of them the outstanding paper 
money and silver certificates. Then as a 
bank applied for a charter, upon purchase 
of these bonds and their deposit with the 
treasurer, I would remove ull tax on their 
issue except a small tax for taking up 
mutilated currency and compel the bank 
to issue national bank notes to the extent 
of the amount of bonds. These bonds 
should be issued for thirty, forty and fifty 
years. If a bank desired to retire f:orn 
business let it:call in its currency and 
take up its bonds. If the expenditures of 
the government exceed the ‘evenues let 
the treasurer pay out the stock cf gold 
and silver until the tide turns. If the 
tariff laws demonstrate that thetide could 
not turn change the tariff laws so that 
the receipts will exceed the expenditures 
with a gradual rate, so that the treasurer 
could take up the outstanding indebtedness 
of the government at such a rate as would 
not be burdensome on ihe people. This 
would put gold in circulation.”’ 


Elaborating this idea and going further 
inte details Mr. McCord wrote: 

“The stock of money in the United States 
today is as follows: Gold $604,000,000, per 
capita 39.01; lee~l tender silver, that is 
silver dollars, $538,000,000, per capita $9.18; 
limited tender $77,000,000; uncovered paper 
aa per capita $6.15; total per capita 

‘“*To sell the low rate bonds, which would 
cover the national bank issue, I zhink the 
following wvuuld be the result: 

“We could reasonably expect that about 
$600,000,000 of these bonds would be paid for 
in vutstanuing treasury notes and silver 
certificates, and if issued at 2/6 per cent 
interest we could expect that #£2'/,u00,000 of 
the remainder would be taken by foreign 
countries. The result would be then, not 
counting the present national bank issue, 
which is likely to remain as at present— 
net profit to the issuing banks on their 
bonds wouid be about 2 or 2% per cent— 
as follows: 

“Gold $804,000,000, or $12 per capita: full 
legal silver $538,000,000, Mimited silver $77,- 
000,000, $9.18 per capita; covered paper, 
under new issue of bonds, $600,000,000, $8.96 
per capifa; total per capita $30.14. 

“Our finances would then be in propor- 
tion to the leading countries of the globe: 
France, per capita, $40.56; Germany, $18.14; 
United Kingdom, $1842. The average of 
these three is $25.84, 

“Our paper currency would te covered 
by bonds of the gévernment and guaran- 
teed by the shareholders of the banks. We 
would, therefore, be excusable for having 
an excess over the average of §7.19 per 
capita, being ea country undeveloped and of 
large territory and naturally a debtor na-

est that has been aroused in Georgia in 


educational affairs generally. 

The most important school legislation by 
the general assembly was the increase of 
$400,000 in the school fund. This increase 
marks a distinct epoch in the history of 
Georgia's public schools. 

It is a reflection of the increased impor- 
tance which the people are attaching to the 
public schools, and is a progressive move- 
ment which will benefit the state in many 
ways. It ig a strengthening of the founda- 
tion of Georgia’s prosperity. The state will 
be truly great when all her fertile fields, 
cultivated intelligently, yield the most 
abundantly, and when the intelligence of 
her sons brings to light and to the marts 
of trade tthe great mineral wealth stored in 
her hills. When her own intelligence erects 
and equips the number of factories suffi- 
cient to convert into merchandise the raw 
products of her fields, then, and not until 
then, can Georgia arrive at that state of 
presperity which it is possible for her to 
achieve. 

It has been demonstrated that a tide of 
immigration, bringing useful and valuable 
citizens,“ has set in toward Georgia, but a 
serious barrier has existed—the absence of 
proper educational advantages. 

The increase of the common school fund 
ani the consequent improvement of the 
schools will ‘help to remove this. barrier. 
Another very valuable result of the im- 
provement of the public school system will 
be the repopulation of the country districts, 
from which desirable eitizens have been, 
for years, removing to the cities and towns 
for the purpose of educating their children. 
Considered as a financial transaction, the 
state could make no more profitable in- 
vestment than to put this money in her 
public schools. 

Commissioner Glenn’s Work. 

To the earnest and well-directed work 
of Hon. G. R. Glenn, Georgia’s able state 
school commissioner, the increased inter- 
est in educational affairs, and the addition 
to the school fund is almost wholly due. 
Commissioner Glenn has visited every 
county in the state this year, and by his 
earnestness and energy has infused en- 
thusiasm upon the subject of education. 
Hie has delivered educational speeches in 
every county, and whenever in any locality 
he could be of help and service to a school, 
he has unsparingly given his work and 
influence. He is striving to up- 
build Georgia's public school system, and 
the friends of education throug‘aout the 
state are congratulating him upon his suc- 
cess in so arousing public interest in the 
public schools, that the imcreased appro- 
priation followed. 
Another important enactment with ref- 
erence to schoo? affairs was the passage of 
a resolution providing for a school book 
commission. This commission will act as an 
advisory board, without executive power. 
Its duty will be to investigate the school 
book question thoroughly, and to report to 
the general assembly at its next session 
the most feasible plan with reference to the 
adoption of books and the reduction of 
their cost. 
State School Commissioner Glenn will be 
chairman of this commission, and the mem- 
bers will be appointed by the governor, 
School Month Fixed. . 
The number of days in a school month 
was fixed, “by a legislative enactment, at 
twenty days. Heretofore the number of 
school days in a public school term has 
been the number of school days in any 
five months selected as the term. 
The fixing of the number of days of a 
scholastic month will make the computation 
uniform in all the counties. 


RUSSIA’S FAVORITE DISH. 


The Subjects of the Czar Revel in the 
Fumes of Roast Pig. 

From The Philadelphia Times. 

On Christmas day the Russians adhere to 
their strictly national dishes. In the morn- 
ing their breakfast consists of boursch, 
the national soup, or broth, composed of 
the. fermented juice of beet root, sour 
cream, boiled cabbage, and meat bouillon, 
This extraordinary mixture tastes much 
better than it reads, and after the quantity 
necessary to appease the appetite is con- 
sunred in the morning an enormous punch 
bowl is filled with the soup and stands 
upon a side table during the day. In all 
well-regulaied Russian households there is 
also found upon the same table a roasted 
pig, dressed with boiled buckwheat, or 
kasche, as it is called, mingled with the 
liver, heart and other edible adjuncts of the 
animai. This pig is especially raised and 
killed for Christmas day. It weighs never 
more than seven or eight pounds. 
Accompanying these there is the pasca, 
a mixture of white cheese, cream, butter, 
sugar and raisins, which are all placed 
together in a wooden bowl and allowed to 
Stand for twenty-four hours. 

There is also the koulische, a cake plen- 
tifully filled with raisins, and then as a lit- 
tle side dish are the vari-colored eggs that 
all good Russians are expected to eat with 
salt that has been purified by roasting. 
The evening meal is composed of great 
dishes of sausages and immense joints of 
roasted veal, which, together with the 
black bread peculiar to the country, is 
eagerly devoured and washed down with 
plentiful libations of koumiss and vodka.
